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Grand jury 


seeks change @ 


for morgue

A mother whose badly burned son had died 
nearly walked in on the autopsy being performed on 
the young boy at the county morgue in San 
Bernardino. 

With this poignant example, the grand jury told 
the county Board of Supervisors on Monday that the 
morgue needs a new entrance, a waiting room and a 
viewing room. 

Marie Schmidt, chairwoman of the grand jury’s 
law and justice committee, presented the interim 
report to the board. Her appearance marked a 
change in procedures for the grand jury, which 
usually just issues its interim reports in writing. 

She said Assistant Coroner Leo Reyes and 
several deputy coroners had pointed out the need for 
a waiting room. 

“The first thing that happened to me when I got 
there was that I walked up the only entrance there 
is, and I looked at bank of refrigerators that are 
there. And then on this side, there was a corpse that 
was properly covered, but it was there,’”’ she said. 

‘“‘Now, I was only there to check out the problem. 
I wasn’t there to identify someone. If I had been, 
I’m sure this would have been a very traumatic 
experience.” 

Schmidt said the waiting room heeds to be 
“totally separate from the morgue itself.” 

With only one entrance, the door to the morgue 
now must be kept open, she noted. Schmidt said the 
example of the mother nearly stumbling into her 
son’s autopsy “‘really shocked us.” 

She said there was no one at the entrance to 
assist the mother, who went wrong way and came 
within three feet of seeing her son’s autopsy. 

Schmidt said that for roughly $19,000 the county 
could build a 21-by-26-foot waiting room north of the 
morgue. A new entrance would be added there, and 
the existing door could be locked. Partitions would 
be used to separate the waiting and viewing rooms 
and to create a small reception area. : 

Local Supervisor Robert Townsend and Supervi- 
sor David McKenna suggested people should not 
oun. to the morgue to view bodies without appoint- 
ments. 

Schmidt was also prepared to present an interim 
report on a proposed relocation for automotive, 
communications and evidence-property facilities in 
the Sheriff’s Department, but she said the depart- 
ment is already moving toward implementing those 
recommendations. 

Thomas Hickman, foreman of the grand jury, 
said the new approach of presenting interim reports 
in person to the board ‘‘is a way of attracting more 
attention” and allows grand jurors to answer 
questions about their reports.

damaged by a clogged sewer main on Feb. 7. 

Clappier was assured by the City Council early 
last week that the decision would be made when the 
committee met last Friday. 

Tim Brown, director of finance, said that the 
committee needs more information on maintenance 
of the sewer main to determine if the city is liable. 
Upland performs regular maintenance on sewer 
mains every two months, and the city reported the 
main near the Clappier home at San Antonio Avenue 
and 18th Street had been cleaned just four days 
before the backup. 

Brown said the committee should be able to 
make its final decision before the next City Council 
meeting March 1. 

The committee did, however, authorize “front 
money” to sanitize and rehabilitate the Clappier 
home and its contents, Brown said. This action does 
not mean the city admits liability for the raw 
sewage entering the home, he noted. 

Clappier came before the City Council asking 
help last week, saying that he cannot continue to 
pay the costs of this damage out of his pocket. 

The Clappiers have had to stay in a motel, 
purchase new clothing and shoes, take their animals 
to the veterinarian, and pay cleaning costs since 
some 500 gallons of raw sewage spilled into their 
home earlier this month. 

The waste water was forced into the home after a 
solid grease substance clogged the main near their 
home. Clappier said 180 gallons of solid material 
was removed from the master bedroom and bath- 
room alone, and that everything on the floor had to 
be discarded for health reasons.

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Woman director 
keeps crusading

Rosemary Estelle Phelps has been a 
crusader for women in church life for 
many years. 

Who is Rosemary Estelle Phelps? 

She just happens to be the executive 
director of the Pomona Valley Council 
of Churches ... better known as Lucky 
Phelps, a highly energetic, dedicated 
woman. 

“Lucky evolved from part of my 
youthful revolt,” she laughed. “I’ve 
had fun with it.’’ 

Before assuming her position with 
the PVCC with headquarters in the 
First Christian Church, Garey Avenue, 
Pomona, Mrs. Phelps for nine years 
had been on the judicary staff for the 
Presbytery, the governing body over 
all the Presbyterian Churches in River- 
side and San Bernardino Counties. 

“When I was very young,” Mrs. 
Phelps said, “I was active in the 
women’s programs in the Presbyterian 
Church ... president of the Presbyteri- 
an Women. I was the traditional moth- 
er with school-age children who was 
doing PTA work, volunteering for the 
United Way and the Chamber of Com- 
merce.” 

She also had been a volunteer-with 
the Presbyterian Synod and the Gener- 
al Assembly. ‘“‘Ecumenically, I was 
involved in the Church Women Unit- 
ed,”’ she said. 

In-the 1960s, Mrs. Phelps was on the 
original Task Force on Women within 
the church promoting women in the 
clergy, pensions and other issues con- 
cerning women. 

Lucky Phelps is a native of St. Louis, 
Mo., and came to California with her 
family as a teen-ager. She had gone to 
Fayette College in Missouri with her 
sites on being a doctor. . 

‘When I came to California, I 
changed directions,” she said.

The church, she explained, needs to 
be inclusive in the areas of male- 
female, philosophical, theological, 
youth and age and ethnic positions. 

“Women have been pushed in the 
background (of church positions) ... 
and not all our churches ordain, but 
not all women are called,” she said. 
‘In the Presbyterian Church, 57 per- 
cent of the membership is female and 
there are women clergymen, but the 
church is primarily run by men. 

“The United Presbyterian Church is 
187 years old and in those years, there 
have been two women moderators!”’ 
she said. 

When the position of director for the 
Pomona Valley Council of Churches 
was opened, Lucky Phelps said she 
applied on the last day applications 
were open. 

“My son thought I had a lot of 
courage at my age to apply,” she 
laughed. “But I am very comfortable 
with it (the job). It is hard work but- 
there are a variety of interests.” 

She oversees 27 different units in the 
council, and said the council work is 
best known for the annual Walk for the 


Hungry. This project raises money for — 


hungry people at home and abroad. 

One of the numerous projects sup- 
ported by the PVCC, Mrs. Phelps said, 
is the new grant for the Refugee 
Sponsorship and Resettlement Pro- 
pram.

“There’s excitement to the lay per- 
son and personal enrichment and 
growth in volunteer work,” Lucky 
Phelps said. “Volunteering is impor- 
tant and a privilege to me ... and a 
joy!”

Farnsworth said she enjoys the job 
in the tranquil setting and has learned 
much about the care of plants. This 
experience, she added, may pave the 
way for a career in the nursery busi- 
ness. 

Cardenas, a horticultural hobbyist, 
initiated the program to train youths in 
the various aspects of horticulture and 
the nature of a small business opera- 
tion to provide them with employable 
skills and teach them ‘‘to care for 
something in a consistent manner.” 

Cardenas also sought to develop a 
program that would be financially self- 
sufficient. This was vital in light of 
cutbacks in federal Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act funds 
allocated for youth employment, he 
said. 

The agency, operated under a joint- 
powers agreement between the cities 
of Pomona, Claremont and La Verne, 
receives a portion of its funding from 
the communities. 

The youths have sold about $300 
worth of plants and are spearheading 
an advertising campaign to increase 
sales. All proceeds are reinvested in 
the program, he added. 

Plants can also be leased by busi- 
nesses and individuals under a mainte- 
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or 





nance agreement that calls for Youth 
Services employees to provide plants 
with the necessary ‘‘tender loving 
care,’’ Cardenas said. They will visit 
firms and homes to ensure that plants 
are properly situated. They will return 
to water, trim and fertilize them at 
proper intervals, he added. 

Meyers and Farnsworth will soon 
begin training others in the techniques 
of propagation, grafting, cutting, prun- 
ing, watering and care of horticulture 
stock. And they will teach new trainees 
how to write memos, keep accurate 
inventory reports and accounting 
records. — 

Participants, Cardenas explained, 
will learn to view the business opera- 
tion from the standpoint of both labor 
and management. 

“I think this experience will make

them more effective employees in 
whatever field they choose,”’ he said. 

Both Meyers and Farnsworth were 
involved in construction of the climate- 
controlled greenhouse where they la- 
bor. 

“They hammered thumbs and have a 
sense of pride in this place where they 
work,” said Cardenas. Cost of the 
greenhouse was about $500. The agency 
also invested about $800 in horticultur- 
al stock and materials, he added. 

Cardenas, who completed horticul- 
ture courses at Cal Poly Pomona, 
declared the training program is bene- 
ficial in a variety of ways. 

“Most important is that these young- 
sters are learning to care for some- 
thing. And through the business aspect 
of the program, they have learned how 
to “empathize” with management.

The following is a guide 
to fireplace and wood- 
stove tending. If you have 
either or both, you are 
advised by fire officials 
to know what you are 
doing. 

Fireplaces are not effi- 
cient sources of heat. 
They are great to cuddle 
in front of, but most of 
the warmth from that 
beautiful flame goes up 
the chimney, leaving 
your house out in the 
cold. You can, however, 
add accessories to make 
yours mere efficient 
(check with a hardware 
store). 

Modern wood-burning 
stoves are usually tightly 
sealed and fairly effi- 
cient. Leok for the seal of 
ICBO, International Con- 
ference of Building Offi- 
cials. 

The stoves are hot to the 
touch. So if you have 
toddlers in your family — 
or visitors — you must 
continually keep an eye 
on them. 

Have a smoke detector 
in the same room. 

Keep an ABC fire extin- 


guisher nearby (the 
chemical kind ideal for 
most blazes). 


An ABC fire extinguish- 
er will put out Class A, 
Class B and Class C fires. 
Class A fires involve 
wood, cloth, paper and 
rubber. Class B involves 
combustible gases or 


ney as ash and sparks. 

Inspect for creosote at 
least onee every six 
months. 

Clean flues and chim- 
neys at least once a year. 

Be sure the damper is 
cleaned, too. 

Buying wood by the cord 
or more is usually cheap- 
er. 

A cord of wood mea- 
sures 4 feet high and 8 
feet long with logs 16 
inches in length. If you 
buy by the truckload (as 
in a pickup truck) insist 






on dry wood. A pickup 
can’t carry as much 
green (moist) wood, be- 
cause the moisture in the 
green wood makes it 
heavier. 

It is cheaper to pick up 
your own wood and chop 
it up and split it. It is also 
more work. 

State and federal forests 
are sources for cut-it- 
yourself wood, which is 
cheaper. Ask a ranger. 
Wood availability will 
vary depending on forest 


work projects and major 
fires. 

Other potential sources 
for wood: 

Construction sites. 
(Get permission. ) 

Utility clearing 
projects. 

Places like golf 
courses after storms. 
Managers, if asked, may 
let you have fallen limbs

Setting up a rematch of 
their 1980 campaign, 
former Pomona Mayor 
Chuck Bader filed as a 
candidate Wednesday in 
the 65th Assembly Dis- 
trict to challenge incum- 
bent Jim Cramer. 

Bader filed his declara- 
tion of intention shortly 
before the 5 p.m. deadline 
for candidates seeking 
legislative and judicial of- 
fices. 

Cramer, a Democrat, is . 
unopposed in the June 8 
party primary election. 
Bader is the only Repub- 
lican candidate in the re- 
apportioned 65th District, 
which covers Pomona, 
Ontario, Montclair, Chino 
and part of Fontana. 

In 1980, Cramer defeated 
Bader by just 1,565 votes 
after a controversial 
campaign.
